OAKHAM  TOWN  REPORT  1981 


Our  cover  sketch  this  year  is  certainly  a  credit  to  the  artistic  talents  of 
William  Sampson  of  New  Braintree  Road!  Thanks,  Bill! 

The  house  is  located  on  the  corner  of  New  Braintree  and  Lincoln  Roads 
and  has  been  the  home  of  Percy  and  Lila  Wilbur  since  they  purchased  it  from 
John  P.  Day  in  December,  1925. 

It  was  originally  built  between  1 766  and  1 774  by  Isaac  Stone  and  was  the 
second  house  on  the  property.  The  original  was  probably  a  log  cabin  built  by 
the  Sever  brothers  of  Rutland  sometime  after  1 758. 

“One  half  of  the  barn  which  was  on  the  place  was  taken  down  and 
erected  on  the  place  now  owned  by  Wm.  Sampson,  y2  of  a  mile  from  the 
center  of  the  town  on  the  New  Braintree  Road.  This  might  have  taken  place 
when  the  farm  was  broken  up  into  a  30  acre  farm  and  such  a  large  barn  was 
not  needed.  The  west  gable  end  of  the  house  has  two  small  windows  flanking 
the  large  single  window  and  they  were  called,  “Indian  windows”.  At  present 
they  are  covered  by  shingles. 

The  sun  porch  was  built  on  in  1 962  and  the  material  for  the  big  story  and 
a-half  garage  was  from  the  Rogene  Parker  mill  in  Coldbrook  when  the 
Metropolitan  Water  Commission  bought  all  the  property  in  Coldbrook  in  the 
1930’s.  The  William  Sanford  Crawford  shop  in  the  center  of  town  was 
dismantled  and  the  large  doors  and  some  of  the  wide  boarding  was  used 
also”.* 

In  the  early  1 800’s  the  cape-style  farm  house  also  had  rooms  to  rent  for 
the  Town’s  paupers.

The  “telephone  man’’  and  Highway  Superintendent  are  two  titles  Percy 
has  held.  As  “telephone  man”  he  worked  on  the  Conant  sister  owned  Oakham 
telephone  lines  until  they  sold  out  to  “Ma  Bell”.  As  Highway  Superintendent, 
he  did  his  usual  good  job.  A  former  Selectmen,  in  one  more  example  of  Percy 
caring,  remembers  hearing  Percy  say,  “We  have  to  widen  out  the  inside  of 
this  curve  so  that  those  crazy  young  fellers  won’t  get  hurt  bad  some  night”. 

Evidence  of  Percy’s  love  for  children  is  expressed  in  his  display  of 
endless  enthusiasm  each  July  when  he  helps  (without  being  asked)  get  ready 
for,  set  up  and  take  down  the  very  successful  Youth  Fair.  Percy  and  Lila  may 
also  be  the  Youth  Fair’s  exhibitor’s  most  consistent  and  encouraging 
audience. 

Percy  has  done  alot  for  Oakham  and  he  even  found  time  to  help  Lila  raise 
a  fine  family  and  lead  a  good  family  life.  They  celebrated  their  65th  wedding 
anniversary  in  1981 ! 

Thank  you  Percy  and  Lila,  you  set  quite  an  example  for  us  to  live  up  to!

The  dog  licensing  year  begins  on  April  1st  and  pets  should 
be  licensed  by  that  date.  Licenses  usually  are  available  by 
the  beginning  of  March. 

About  half  of  the  licenses  issued  each  year  are  through  the 
mail  and  those  issued  at  the  Annual  Rabies  Clinic 
(Co-sponsored  by  the  Board  of  Health  and  Dog  Officer  at  the 
Fire  Station  each  spring) .  SINCE  THE  LAW  REGULATING  WIDTH 
OF  ENVELOPES  MAILED  --IT  WOULD  COST  THE  TOWN  EXTRA  TO  MAIL 
DOG  LICENSES  IF  THE  METAL  HOOKS  ARE  INCLUDED  IN  THE 
ENVELOPE- -FOR  THIS  REASON,  NO  HOOKS  WILL  BE  M/VILED,  BUT  ARE 
AVAILABLE  IN  THE  TOWN  CLERK'S  OFFICE.  (SPLIT  RINGS,  USED 
FOR  CAR  KEYS,  ARE  EXCELLENT  FOR  DOG  TAGS!) 

The  following  information  is  needed  by  this  office  for  each 
license: 

1.  Name  and  address  of  dog  owner 
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2.  Name  of  dog 

3.  Breed  of  dog 

4.  Dog’s  color 

5.  Dog's  approximate  age 

6.  Dog’s  sex  (if  dog  is  a  Spayed  Female,  the  Spayed 
Certificate  must  be  shown  the  first  time  that  the  dog 
is  licensed  in  Oakham) 

7.  Exact  date  of  last  Rabies  shot 

DOGS  ARE  SUPPOSED  TO  BE  LICENSED  WHEN  THEY  BECOME  THREE 
MONTHS  OF  AGE. 

IF  YOUR  DOG  IS  NOT  LICENSED,  THE  DOG  OFFICER  CANNOT  HELP 
YOU  IF  YOUR  DOG  IS  MISSING,  STOLEN,  ETC.  IF  YOUR  DOG  IS 
NOT  LICENSED  AND  ANOTHER  DOG  COMES  TO  YOUR  YARD  AND  CAUSES 

TROUBLE  YOU  CANNOT  RECEIVE  ANY  DAMAGES - IT  IS  TOO  BAD  FOR. 

YOU!  GET  THOSE  DOGS  LICENSED. 

The  dog  tag,  which  is  given  with  the  license,  is  important 
in  helping  to  find  a  lost  pet,  or  in  identifying  the  owner 
of  a  stray  dog.  Strays  should  be  reported  to  the  Dog 
Officer  (882-3031)  or  Assistant  Dog  Officer  (882-3332) 
as  soon  as  possible.  Duplicate  dog  tags,  to  replace  lost  or 
worn  out  tags,  can  be  made  up  by  the  Town  Clerk  upon 
request  and  are  FREE! 

ONE  MORE  POINT  ABOUT  UNLICENSED  DOGS: 

If  your  dog  is  not  licensed  and  he/ she  is  picked  up  by  the 
Dog  Officer,  the  DOG  OFFICER  will  charge  you  board  for  the 
dog  for  the  number  of  days  he  has  custody.  He  will  also 
insist  that  you  show  proof  of  license  before  he  will  release 
the  dog  to  you.  Plan  ahead.  LICENSE  YOUR  DOG.

It  was  voted  to  pass  over  this  article  (repair  school  roof 
funds) ,  as  funds  have  been  placed  in  the  treasury  (Reserve 
Fund)  by  vote  of  Article  9  that  could  cover  these  expenses. 

ARTICLE  16. 

It  was  voted  that  the  town  advise  the  Great  and  General 
Court  not  to  appropriate  for  Fiscal  Year  1982  more  than  it 
did  for  Fiscal  Year  1981  for  expenditures  by  the  Common¬ 
wealth’s  departments  and  agencies.  Further,  that  the  sav¬ 
ings  of  approximately  $350,000,000  from  the  above  cuts  be 
redistributed  to  the  cities  and  towns  in  the  form  of  in¬ 
creased  local  aid. 

All  motions  were  mde  by  the  Board  of  Selectmen. 
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At  this  time,  a  Fight  the  Gypsy  Moth  Caterpillar"  flier, 
prepared  by  Tree  Warden,  Wesley  Dwelly  was  passed  out.  The 
Town  Clerk  reminded  those  elected  and  newly  appointed  that 
they  must  be  sworn  in  and  that  Dog  Licenses  were  overdue. 

The  Town  Clerk  also  thanked  Hazel  Young  for  her  many  years 
on  the  Board  of  Selectmen.  A  standing  ovation  was  given 
her,  led  by  the  Finance  Committee  and  the  Board  of  Selectmen.

Special  Town  Feting  -  June  26 ,  1981 


The  Special  Town  Meeting  was  called  to  order  at  8:00  P.M. 
in  the  Multi- Purpose  Room  of  Oakham  Center  School  by 
Moderator,  Frederick  Lane. 

There  were  12  registered  voters  and  no  guests  present. 

No  recommendations  were  given  by  the  Finance  Committee. 

The  following  action  was  taken: 

ARTICLE  1. 

It  was  voted  that  the  town  appropriate  the  sum  of  $38.68, 
received  from  the  County  for  Dutch  Elm  Disease  Control  for 
use  by  the  Tree  Warden. 

ARTICLE  2. 

It  was  voted  that  the  town  transfer  the  sum  of  $9,326.50 
from  the  Highway  Machinery  Fund  to  the  Highway  Machinery 
Account  for  use  during  the  current  fiscal  year. 

ARTICLE  3. 

It  was  voted  that  the  town  transfer  $2,000.00  from  the 
Snow  Removal  and  Sanding  Account  to  the  Highway  Machinery 
Account  for  use  during  the  current  fiscal  year. 
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ARTICLE  4. 

It  was  voted  that  the  town  purchase  a  new  one-way  snow 
plow  for  the  Highway  Department  and  that  the  sum  of  $2,629. 
be  appropriated  from  the  Snow  Removal  and  Sanding  account 
to  meet  the  cost  thereof. 

ARTICLE  5. 

It  was  voted  that  the  town  transfer  the  sum  of  $1,250.00 
received  from  the  Commonwealth  of  Massachusetts  for  the 
purpose  of  the  Library,  to  be  used  by  the  Library  during 
the  current  fiscal  year. 

ARTICLE  6. 

It  was  voted  that  the  town  carry  over  whatever  is  left  in 
the  Town  Clerk  Account  and  whatever  is  left  in  the  Election 
and  Registration  Account  into  the  new  Fiscal  Year  (1982) 
for  the  purposes  of  Records  Preservation  and  Book  Binding. 

ARTICLE  7. 

It  was  voted  that  the  town  recind  the  vote  taken  at  the 
Annual  Town  Meeting,  May  11,  1981  (Article  12)  which  set 
the  number  of  members  of  the  Historical  Commission  at  three, 
and  allow  the  Article  founding  the  Commission  with  six 
members  stand  (Article  15,  Annual  Town  Meeting,  April  12 
and  20,  1976) . 

ARTICLE  8. 

It  was  voted  that  the  town  expand  the  membership  of  the 
Council  on  Aging  from  five  member  Council  established  by 
vote  of  the  Town  in  Article  7,  Special  Town  Meeting, 

October  28,  1977,  to  a  seven  member  Council  with  the  terms 
of  Office  to  be  as  follows:  three  year  terms  with  the  first 
year,  seven  to  be  appointed,  two  for  a  one  year  term,  two 
for  a  two  year  term  and  three  for  a  three  year  term. 

ARTICLE  9. 

It  was  voted  that  the  town  transfer  from  the  Federal 
Revenue  Sharing  Funds,  the  amount  of  $2,585.00  for  the 
purpose  of  erecting  a  backstop  and  purchasing  loam  toward 
the  completion  of  the  Roger  Lonergan  Ball  Field  at  the  Oak¬ 
ham  Center  School. 

ARTICLE  10. 

It  was  voted  that  the  town  transfer  the  sum  of  $570.00 
from  the  Veteran’s  Services  Account  to  cover  the  overdraft 
in  the  Street  Lights  Account. 
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All  votes  were  oral  and  unanimous.  The  meeting  was  adjourn¬ 
ed  at  8:15  P.M.  after  the  Town  Clerk  explained  that  the 
Assessors  had  sent  the  Valuation  book  that  everyone  was 
waiting  for,  to  the  printers  and  it  would  be  in  everyone’s 
hands  soon.

Special  Town  Meeting  -  August  20,  1981 


The  Special  Town  Meeting  was  called  to  order  at  8:10  P.M. 
in  the  Multi-Purpose  Room  of  Oakham  Center  School  on  Deacon 
Allen  Drive  by  the  Moderator,  Frederick  H.  Lane.  There  were 
15  registered  voters  and  no  guests  present. 

The  Moderator  read  the  Article  and  then  the  statement  from 
the  Finance  Committee  Chairman,  John  D.  Neylon,  Jr.  which 
recommended  that  the  Article  be  passed  over  until  the 
’’bidding  and  financial  process  is  complete”. 

Jack  March,  Chmn.  of  the  School  Roof  Study  Committee  made 
the  motion  to  pass  over  the  article.  It  was  seconded. 

After  much  discussion,  Jack  March  moved  the  question.  The 
vote  to  move  the  question  was  oral  and  declared  carried  by 
the  Moderator. 

The  vote  to  pass  over  the  article  was  oral  and  unanimous. 
(Article  asked  the  town  to  borrow  a  sum  of  money  to  repair 
the  roof  on  Oakham  Center  School.) 

It  was  voted  to  pass  over  Article  1. 

The  meeting  was  adjourned  at  8:50  P.M. 
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Special  Town  Meeting  -  October  8,  1981 


The  meeting  was  called  to  order  at  8:00  P.M.  by  Moderator 
Frederick  Lane  in  the  Multi-purpose  room  of  Oakham  Center 
School.  There  were  approximately  50  voters  present.  Before 
the  Articles  were  addressed,  Raymond  B.  Crawford,  Chairman 
of  the  Board  of  Selectmen,  gave  a  presentation  of  the 
finances  of  the  Town  and  the  intent  of  the  Selectmen  re¬ 
garding  the  articles  on  the  Warrant.  The  report  follows: 

"At  the  present  time,  we  have  $81,000.  in  free  cash  due  to 
the  payment  by  MDC  in  lieu  of  taxes  and  investment  of  funds 
at  high  interest  rates.  If  this  money  is  not  transferred  to 
accounts  tonight,  the  Assessors  must  use  this  free  cash  to 
lower  the  tax  rate.  To  do  that,  would  be  a  calamity  because 
of  Proposition  2  1/2. 

Our  budget  this  spring  for  FY  ’82  was  cut  to  the  bone  in 
order  to  keep  the  amount  raised  by  taxation  at  approxi¬ 
mately  $435,000.00,  the  limit  set  by  2  1/2.  If  we  use  the 
free  cash,  say  $75,000  to  lower  the  tax  rate,  the  amount 
raised  by  taxation  this  year  would  then  be  only  $360,000. 
but  next  year  we  would  be  limited  to  $360,000,  plus  2  1/21 
of  that,  or  $369,000.  This  is  $66,000  less  than  that  what 
was  raised  this  year,  and  we  still  have  to  fix  the  roof  of 
the  school. 

Therefore,  the  Board  of  Selectmen  are  recommending  that 
$15,000  from  Free  Cash,  $6,955  unexpected  from  the  FY  '81 
school  budget  and  the  $5,675  from  the  FY-82  budget  not  re¬ 
quired  by  Quabbin  Regional  School,  all  be  put  into  the 
School  Roof  Account.  Further,  that  $63,000,  the  amount  re¬ 
ceived  from  the  MDC  in  lieu  of  taxes,  be  transferred  to  the 
Stabilization  Fund,  and  that  the  increased  money  on  the 
Cherry  Sheet  to  ease  the  burden  of  2  1/2,  currently  about 
$42,000,  be  put  in  the  Reserve  Fund. 

The  Board  recommends  that  no  definite  decision  be  made  to¬ 
night  on  the  exact  method  of  fixing  the  school  roof,  but 
that  one  or  more  public  hearings  on  the  subject  be  held  to 
discuss  the  various  procedures  that  may  be  used  and  final 
decision  be  made  at  the  annual  town  meeting.  In  the  mean¬ 
time,  to  prevent,  or  at  least  to  reduce  further  damage  to 
the  school,  the  town  purchase  roofing  cement  and  supplies 
and  have  the  Highway  Department  personnel  make  temporary 
Tepairs . 
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Wesley  Dwelly  (Highway  Supt.)  has  estimated  that  50  gallons 
of  roofing  tar  and  some  materials  and  equipment  (netting, 
trowels,  brushes,  etc.)  would  be  required,  costing  about 
$350.00.  This  is  only  a  rough  estimate,  don’t  hold  him  to 
it." 

All  motions  were  made  by  the  Board  of  Selectmen  unless 
otherwise  stated  and  all  votes  were  oral  and  unanimous  un¬ 
less  otherwise  stated. 

The  following  action  was  taken: 

ARTICLE  1. 

Recommended  by  Finance  Committee.  There  was  some  discus¬ 
sion  and  the  question  was  moved.  It  was  voted  that  the  Town 
give  authority  to  the  School  Committee  to  sell  surplus 
office  equipment,  namely  the  A.B.  Dick  Model  217  Duplicator 
one  A.B. Dick  Model  525  Mimeograph,  one  A.  B.  Dick  Model  625 
Photostat,  one  IBM  electric  typewriter,  and  one  3M  Thermo- 
fax,  and  use  the  proceeds  to  purchase  one  new  IBM  Selectric 
II  typewriter  and  school  supplies. 

ARTICLE  2. 

Recommended  by  the  Finance  Committee.  No  discussion.  It 
was  voted  that  the  Town  reimburse  four  Oakham  residents  for 
their  registration  fees  on  successful  completion  of  a 
Certified  Emergency  Technician  (EMT)  course,  such  reimburse¬ 
ment  not  to  exceed  $130  per  person,  this  money  to  be  taken 
from  the  Reserve  Fund. 

ARTICLE  3. 

No  recommendation  by  the  Finance  Committee.  After  some 
discussion,  the  motion  was  voted:  It  was  voted  that  the 
Town  appropriate  from  free  cash  $800.00  to  raise  the  pay 
of  the  Clerk  of  the  Board  of  Assessors  from  $200.00  to 
$1,000.00  in  FY  ’82,  and  $200.00  to  raise  the  pay  of  the 
Clerk  of  the  Board  of  Selectmen  from  $150.00  to  $350.00  in 
FY  '82. 

ARTICLE  4. 

No  recommendation  by  the  Finance  Committee.  After  some 
discussion,  the  motion  was  voted:  It  was  voted  that  the 
Town  appropriate  from  free  cash,  the  sum  of  $600.00  to  be 
used  by  the  Board  of  Assessors  to  continue  the  mapping 
program. 
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ARTICLE  5. 

No  recommendation  by  the  Finance  Committee.  The  following 
is  the  report  as  printed  and  submitted  by  the  Roof  Repair 
Committee  Chairman: 

’’This  Committee  was  formed  to  investigate  the  problems  of 
the  present  roofing  system  at  the  Center  School  and  to  make 
recommendations  to  the  Board  of  Selectmen  as  to  the  solu¬ 
tion  to  these  problems. 

Our  only  formal  meetings  were  held  jointly  with  the  Board 
of  Selectmen  at  their  request.  The  ’’problem"  is  that  the 
roof  at  the  school  leaks  around  the  entire  perimter  includ¬ 
ing  the  perimeter  of  the  "gym". 

At  the  outset,  we  were  led  to  believe  that  the  roof  was  not 
built  according  to  specifications.  We  contacted  the  original 
architect  to  review  the  roof  edge  design.  He  informed  the 
Committee  that  the  roof  in  fact,  was  not  built  to  specifi¬ 
cation,  but  the  school  committee  had  decided  to  accept  it 
"as  built". 

At  this  point,  we  did  some  investigation  into  possible  legal 
recourse  against  the  roofing  contractor  and  were  informed 
by  counsel  that  due  to  the  three  year  statue  of  limitations 
and  documentation  leading  up  to  the  acceptance  of  the  roof 
by  the  school  committee,  he  advises  no  legal  action  to  be 
undertaken. 

The  architect  gave  us  the  name  of  a  roofing  contractor 
familiar  with  this  type  of  construction.  This  roofing 
contractor  estimated  it  would  cost  about  $6,000  to  remove 
18"  of  existing  roof  edge  and  replace  it  according  to 
specification. 

The  Board  of  Selectmen  instructed  us  to  draw  up  specifi¬ 
cations  and  go  out  for  bid.  In  our  attempt  to  extract  the 
proper  information  from  the  original  specifications,  we 
decided  that  we  were  not  well  enough  versed  in  roofing  de¬ 
sign  and  repair  to  specify  how  the  old  roof  and  repaired 
section  should  be  joined  together.  We  also  decided  that  to 
ensure  the  job  was  being  carried  out  to  specifications, 
a  Clerk,  architect  or  some  person  knowledgeable  in  roof 
design  should  oversee  construction.  The  original  architect 
refused  to  become  involved  at  this  point.

We  then  contacted  two  other  architects  in  this  regard. 
Architects  # 2  §  #3  each  recommend  not  to  make  any  attempt 
to  repair  the  roof  because  no  guarantee  could  be  made  that 
the  roof  wouldn't  leak  immediately  after  repairs  were 
completed.  Architect  #3  hired  a  roofing  contractor  to  cut 
into  the  roof  edge  in  various  places  to  determine  the 
condition  of  the  insulation,  nailers  and  decking  and  the 
cause  of  the  leaks.  His  recommendations  were  based  on  these 
findings. 

In  the  meantime,  the  committee  had  received  estimates  on  a 
new  roofing  system  which  uses  a  polyurethane  foam,  sprayed 
onto  the  roof  and  coated  with  silicone.  These  estimates 
were  significantly  less  than  the  estimates  for  a  new  roof, 
as  recommended  by  the  two  architects.  These  estimates  how¬ 
ever,  did  not  include  any  repair  work  to  the  roof  edge. 

Architect  #3  was  asked  to  give  us  a  comparative  analysis 
of  three  types  of  roofs: 

1.  Single  ply  membrane  over  2"  urethane  block  insulation. 

2.  Spray  urethane  foam  and  civering. 

3.  Pitched  roof. 

He  sent  to  the  committee,  a  comparative  analysis  he  had  put 
together  for  the  East  Brookfield  School,  detailing  costs 
between  a  pitched  roof  and  a  single  ply  membrane.  He  also 
sent  a  comparative  analysis  between  sprayed  foam  roof  and 
single  ply  membrane. 

Based  on  these  analyses,  we  recommend  that  an  architect  be 
hired  to  design  a  new  roof  for  the  Oakham  Center  School  for 
an  initial  cost  of  about  $6,000.00  and  that  the  architect 
receive  bids  for  this  work  in  preparation  for  a  Town  meet¬ 
ing  early  in  1982.  Total  estimated  cost  is  $100,000.00." 

After  much  discussion,  it  was  voted  to  accept  the  report 
of  the  Roof  Committee  as  presented.  Mr.  Lane,  Moderator, 
thanked  the  Committee  for  its  efforts  on  behalf  of  the  Town. 

At  this  time,  Raymond  Crawford  made  the  motion  to  reverse 
the  order  of  Articles  6  §  7,  so  that  we  would  vote  on 
Article  7  before  Article  6.  (No.  7  sponsored  by  Roof 
Committee) .  The  motion  was  seconded.  Mr.  Lane  announced  a 
2/3rds  vote  was  required  to  do  this. 
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The  following  is  the  Finance  Committee’s  recommendation: 
’’Recommend  that  this  Article  (Article  6)  and  Article  7  be 
discussed  at  a  series  of  Public  Hearings,  followed  by  a 
Special  Town  Meeting  where  the  issue  of  the  School  Roof  be 
the  only  subject  on  the  warrant.  Recommend  also  that  the 
vote  at  this  future  Town  Meeting  be  by  written  ballot.” 

After  much  discussion,  Anthony  Lupa  rose  to  present  a 
petition  signed  by  over  60  taxpayers,  directed  to  the  Board 
of  Selectmen,  to  have  done  immediate  repairs  to  the  school 
roof.  At  this  time,  the  Town  Clerk  pointed  out  to  the 
Moderator  that  the  petition  has  nothing  to  do  with  the 
motion  before  the  floor,  which  was  whether  or  not  the 
articles  should  be  reversed  in  order.  The  Town  Clerk  was 
overruled  by  the  Moderator.  Two  other  voters  called  Point 
of  Order  from  the  floor,  citing  the  irrelevancy  of  the 
petition,  and  were  also  overruled.  Mr.  Lupa  gave  his 
petition  to  the  Moderator  who  read  it.  Mr.  Lupa  asked  that 
his  petition  be  made  part  of  the  minutes  of  this  meeting. 
The  body  of  the  petition  follows: 

”9/28/81 

We,  the  undersigned  tax-payers,  in  the  Town  of  Oakham,  do 
hereby  petition  the  Board  of  Selectmen,  collectively  and 
individually,  to  initiate  immediate  repairs  to  the  roof  of 
the  Oakham  Center  School  in  order  to  terminate  the  water 
leaks  and  to  prevent  further  extensive  damage  to  the  build¬ 
ing’s  structural  steel,  electrical  devices,  supporting 
walls,  ceilings,  floors,  equipment,  and  to  prevent  of  mold 
in  the  damp  classrooms.” 

After  much  discussion,  the  question  was  moved.  The  vote  on 
moving  the  question  was  by  show  of  hands.  There  were  no 
hands  against  and  the  question  was  declared  moved  by  the 
Moderator . 

The  motion  to  take  up  Article  7  before  6  was  defeated  by  a 
show  of  hands  vote:  13  Yes  and  24  No. 

ARTICLE  6. 

The  motion  was  made  and  seconded  that,  "The  Town  vote  to 
appropriate  the  sum  of  $15,000  from  Free  Cash  to  be  used 
for  the  fixing  of  the  existing  roof  of  the  Oakham  Center 
School .” 
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An  amendment  was  proposed  to  change  the  amount  of  $15,000 
to  $1,500  and  change  the  work  "fixing"  to  "temporary 
repair".  After  much  discussion,  the  question  on  the  amend¬ 
ment  was  moved  by  oral  and  unanimous  vote.  Then  the  amend¬ 
ment  was  withdrawn  and  a  second  motion  was  presented  (all 
amendments  proposed  by  J.  March)  to  change  the  $15,000  to 
$4,870.  There  was  no  second.  There  was  more  discussion  on 
the  original  motion  and  the  question  was  moved  again  by  an 
oral  and  unanimous  vote. 

It  was  voted  that  the  Town  appropriate  the  sum  of  $15,000 
from  free  cash  to  be  placed  in  a  School  Roof  Account  to  be 
used  to  fix  the  school  Roof. 

ARTICLE  7. 

Motion  by  J.  March:  "That  the  Town  vote  to  hire  an 
architect  for  the  purposes  of  designing  specifications  and 
bid  materials  for  Oakham  Center  School  Roof  replacement, 
the  sum  not  to  exceed  $6,500.00,  fees  and  costs  for  same, 
to  be  transferred  from  free  cash." 

Motion  was  amended  by  Norman  Drolet:  delete  "not  to  exceed 
$6,500"  and  delete  "free  cash"  and  insert  "come  from  School 
Roof  Account."  The  motion  was  seconded  but  withdrawn  after 
much  discussion. 

The  motion  was  amended  again  by  Raymond  Crawford  to  read: 
"That  the  Town  give  the  Board  of  Selectmen  the  authority 
to  hire  an  architect  on  a  consulting  basis,  to  advise  on 
the  repairs  of  the  school  roof,  at  a  fee  not  to  exceed 
$6,500  to  be  transferred  from  the  School  Roof  Account." 
Motion  seconded.  After  much  discussion  the  question  was 
moved  by  an  oral  and  unanimous  vote. 

The  Moderator  suggested  a  secret  ballot  which  was 
questioned  by  J.  March.  The  Moderator  asked  for  show  of 
hands  favoring  secret  ballot  and  no  one  raised  their  hand: 
therefore,  the  vote  was  by  show  of  hands  on  the  amended 
motion.  The  Moderator  declared  the  vote  carried. 

(There  were  only  about  5  voting  against  the  motion.) 

It  was  voted  that  the  Town  give  the  Board  of  Selectmen  the 
authority  to  hire  an  architect  on  a  consulting  basis,  to 
advise  on  the  repairs  of  the  school  roof,  at  a  fee  not  to 
exceed  $6,500  to  be  transferred  from  the  School  Roof 
Account . 
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ARTICLE  8. 

It  was  voted  that  the  Town  appropriate  the  sum  of  $7,955 
returned  by  the  Oakham  Center  School  Committee  from  their 
Fiscal  Year  1981  budget,  this  amount  to  be  used  for  repairs 
or  replacement  of  the  Center  School’s  roof. 

ARTICLE  9. 

It  was  voted  that  the  Town  transfer  the  amount  of  $5,675. 
from  Oakham’s  FY  1982  Quabbin  Regional  Assessment  to  the 
Oakham  Center  School  Roof  Account. 

(Articles  8,9,10  $  11  recommended  by  the  Finance  Committee) 
ARTICLE  10. 

There  was  much  discussion  after  the  motion  was  made  and 
the  question  was  moved  by  an  oral  and  unanimous  vote. 

It  was  voted  that  the  Town  appropriate  from  Free  Cash,  the 
sum  of  $57,000  for  the  Stabilization  Fund. 

ARTICLE  11. 

It  was  voted  that  the  Town  transfer  whatever  money  the 
town  receives  from  the  State  as  ’’extra”  money  on  the  al¬ 
ready  received  FY  82  Cherry  Sheet  to  replace  income  lost 
because  of  Proposition  2  1/2,  presently  about  $42,000  to 
the  Reserve  Fund. 

At  this  time,  the  Town  Clerk  announced  the  Board  of 
Selectmen  are  still  looking  for  candidates  for  the  vacancy 
on  the  Board  of  Assessors.  Any  volunteers? 

John  Barringer  asked  for  a  schedule  on  repairs  for  the 
school  roof.  Raymond  Crawford  reiterated  his  report  from 
Wesley  Dwelly  and  said  that  the  schedule  would  be  set  up 
after  Monday  night's  Selectmen  meeting. 

Mr.  Lupa  reminded  the  meeting  members  of  his  petition  for 
"immediate”  repairs. 

The  meeting  was  adjourned  at  10:45  P.M. 
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Report  of  The  Board  of  Selectmen 


This  report  covers  the  period  January  1,  1981  to  June  30, 
1981  to  coincide  with  the  fiscal  year,  since  the  period 
July  1,  1980  to  December  31,  1980  was  reported  in  the  1980 
Yearbook. 

The  Selectmen’s  meeting  night  was  changed  from  the 
traditional  Tuesday  evenings  to  Monday  evenings,  during 
which  time  the  routine  work  of  the  selectmen,  approving 
payment  of  bills,  issuing  licenses,  appointing  of  employees 
and  special  committees,  was  conducted. 

In  the  first  special  election  held  by  the  town  in  recent 
years,  Elliott  J.  White  was  elected  selectman  to  replace  a 
member  who  had  resigned. 

Hazel  Young,  the  first  woman  to  be  elected  to  the  Board 
in  the  history  of  the  town,  declined  to  run  at  the  end  of 
her  second  very  successful  term,  and  the  second  woman 
member,  Donna  Neylon,  was  elected. 

A  number  of  significant  actions  were  initiated  by  the 
Board  during  this  period: 

(1)  Activation  of  state  laws  dealing  with  burned  out  build¬ 
ings  to  improve  the  safety  and  appearance  of  the  town. 

(2)  Appointment  of  a  special  School  Roof  Study  Committee 
to  investigate  proper  procedure  for  repair  of  the 
leaking  Center  School  roof. 

(3)  Appointment  of  an  Energy  Resource,  Recovery  and  Con¬ 
servation  Committee  (ERRCC) 

(4)  Considered  appointment  of  a  Landfill  Study  Committee 
to  make  recommendations  for  future  solid  refuse 
disposal . 

(5)  Started  action  to  aleviate  flooding  conditions  on  North 
Brookfield  Road  where  a  stream  crosses  under  the  road 
between  Ware  Comer  Road  and  Rutland  Road. 

(6)  Made  some  improvements  in  the  electrical  system  in  the 
Town  Hall. 
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The  Board  wishes  to  thank  the  townspeople  for  their  co¬ 
operation,  especially  those  who  willingly  accepted  appoint¬ 
ment  to  special  committees  and  worked  so  well  on  behalf  of 
the  town.  The  town  could  not  function  properly  without  the 
help  of  the  many  volunteers.

This  is  the  first  full  year  with  our  new  pumper,  Engine  2. 
This  new  unit  has  performed  extremely  well  for  the  depart¬ 
ment.  The  firefighters  have  trained  continuously  with  all 
the  equipment  in  order  to  provide  professional  fire  pro¬ 
tection  to  the  residents  of  Oakham.  Along  with  individuals 
taking  courses,  CPR  refreshers  were  taken  and  another 
flammable  liquid  and  hazardous  materials  drill  was 
completed  with  special  thanks  to  the  Wareings. 

Like  all  departments,  budget  restraints  have  all  but  put 
a  stop  to  new  equipment  but  we  continue  to  raise  funds 
needed  to  keep  our  equipment  up  to  date. 

We  had  our  second  plane  crash  in  several  years  and 
fortunately,  there  were  only  minor  injuries  and  no  explos¬ 
ion. 

The  Fire  Department  Rescue  Squad  continues  to  train  and 
maintain  the  rescue  truck  under  the  guidance  of  Captain 
Barr  and  Captain  Snay.

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Annual  Dog  Officer  Report 


Once  again  we  must  stress  the  fact  that  the  town  of 
Oakham  does  have  a  dog  restraining  by-law.  This  by-law 
states  in  part  that  dogs  must  be  under  supervision  or  with¬ 
in  its  owners  enclosure.  Many  of  our  calls  this  past  year 
have  dealt  with  dogs  harrassing  livestock  and  people,  stray 
dogs  picked  up  and  returned  to  owners,  dog  bites,  and  lost 
dogs.  We  have  adopted  the  policies  that  any  stray  picked 
up  and  then  returned  to  the  owner,  the  owner  pays  any 
boarding  charges  instead  of  the  town.  Also  any  stray  that 
is  picked  up  and  is  not  licensed  the  owner  will  have  to 
obtain  a  license  before  the  dog  is  released  to  him.  Hope¬ 
fully  this  will  deter  any  dog  owner  from  letting  his  dog 
run  at  large.  These  policies  are  in  accordance  with  Massa¬ 
chusetts  State  Laws  concerning  dogs  and  with  the  By-Laws 
of  the  Town  of  Oakham. 

During  the  year  1981  there  were  326  dogs  in  town,  of  that 
total  only  half  were  licensed.  With  the  cooperation  of  the 
Town  Clerk  and  the  Board  of  Selectmen,  we  hope  to  have  all 
dogs  in  town  licensed  by  July  1.  The  State  of  Massachusetts 
requires  all  dogs  over  the  age  of  three  (3)  months  be  li¬ 
censed  by  April  1.  So  in  other  words,  if  your  dog  is  not 
licensed  by  July  1  you  will  receive  a  summons  to  appear  in 
court,  then  it  will  cost  you  not  only  the  license  fee,  but 
also  court  costs,  and  in  most  cases  time  lost  from  work  to 
appear  in  court. 

So,  once  again,  we  remind  you  that  a  dog  license  maybe 
obtained  from  the  Town  Clerk's  office  Monday  nights  from 
6-7  p.m.  and  Thursday  nights  from  7-9  p.m. .  The  fee  for 
licensing  a  male  or  spayed  female  is  $3.00  and  $6.00  for  an 
unspayed  female  dog.  If  you  cannot  license  your  dog  in 
person,  you  can  also  do  it  by  mailing  a  description  of  the 
dog,  your  name  and  address  and  the  licensing  fee  to  the 
Town  Clerk.  The  Town  Clerk  will  then  mail  you  the  dog  li¬ 
cense  tag  and  certificate.

SCHOOL  REPORT  1980  -  1981 


The  school  year  of  ’80  -  ’81  was  another  year  of  growth 
and  improvement  for  the  educational  system  of  the  Oakham 
Center  School.  The  testing  practices  of  the  past  few  years 
were  continued  with  both  minimal  skills  and  power  testing 
of  students  in  grades  three  through  six.  These  tests  were 
supplemented  in  grades  Kindergarten  through  six  by  both 
commerical  and  teacher  made  tests  designed  to  highlight 
specific  curriculum  concerns. 

In  addition  to  our  traditional  curriculum  students  have 
been  encouraged  to  participate  in  enrichment  activities. 
Over  the  past  several  years  one  of  these  activities  has 
been  the  annual  "Multiple  Sclerosis  Read-A-Thon".  This  year 
the  Oakham  Center  School  won  first  prize,  a  complete  set 
of  Britannica  Junior  Encyclopaedias,  for  having  both  the 
highest  percentage  of  participation  and  the  most  money 
raised  per  student  of  any  school  in  the  Central  Massachu¬ 
setts  region.  Thanks  to  the  hard  work  of  our  students  in 
this  read-a-thon  our  Media  Center  now  has  another  set  of 
valuable  reference  books. 

A  second  form  of  enrichment  has  been  provided  by  our 
Music  Program.  This  year’s  spring  performance  was  an 
adaptation  of  "Fiddler  on  the  Roof’  for  grades  four,  five, 
and  six  while  grades  Kindergarten,  one,  two,  and  three  per¬ 
formed  in  a  "Circus  Revue".  In  addition  to  this  vocal  music 
performance  directed  by  Ms.  Cathy  Goode,  the  school  band 
also  performed.  This  year  over  fifty  percent  of  the  students 
eligible  to  participate  in  instrumental  lessons  did  so. 

From  this  group  a  school  band  was  formed  consisting  of 
seventeen  members.  The  success  of  the  band/ instrumental 
program  has  been  due  in  large  part  to  the  fine  work  of 
Mr.  Roger  Boilard,  Instrumental  Music  Teacher.  Mr.  Boilard 
has  resigned  his  position  with  the  Oakham  Center  School  to 
assume  a  full  time  position  with  the  Hubbards ton  School 
System.  Staff,  students,  and  community  will  all  miss  Mr. 
Boilard. 

Two  other  major  changes  in  personnel  associated  with  the 
school  have  also  occured.  Our  School  Secretary,  Mrs.  Joan 
Gopfert,  was  forced  to  resign  for  health  reasons. 
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Joan  has  been  an  important  member  of  the  school  for  the 
past  five  years.  Her  knowledge  will  certainly  be  missed. 

After  nine  years  as  a  School  Committee  Member,  Mrs.  Carol 
Spinney  chose  not  to  seek  re-election.  Mrs.  Spinney  has 
been  a  key  member  of  the  School  Committee  serving  as  Chair¬ 
person  for  the  past  six  years.  Her  involvement  with  the 
school  has  covered  a  period  of  growth  that  has  seen  many 
changes  in  curriculum  and  structure  as  well  as  the  move 
from  the  old  building  to  the  new.  The  staff  and  students 
wish  to  thank  Mrs.  Spinney  for  her  hardwork  and  dedication 
to  the  educational  system  at  the  Oakham  Center  School. 

This  report  would  not  be  complete  without  reference  to 
Proposition  2  1/2.  Schools  all  over  the  Commonwealth  felt 
the  impact  of  the  new  law  as  budget  preparations  were  made 
for  FY  ’82. 

The  Oakham  Center  School  was  fortunate  in  that  it  was 
already  living  within  the  confines  of  a  very  tight  budget 
structure.  By  implementing  several  changes  in  non- cur¬ 
riculum  areas  it  was  possible  to  maintain  funding  at  a  level 
that  will  allow  our  staff  and  program  structure  to  remain 
relatively  unchanged  for  FY  *82. 

The  Administration  and  Staff  of  the  Oakham  Center  School 
wishes  to  thank  the  citizens  of  Oakham  for  their  continued 
support  of  the  school  and  its  programs.

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Fifteenth  Annual  Report  of  Union  #63 
School  Superintendent 


As  in  the  past,  this  fifteenth  annual  Report  as 
Superintendent  of  Union  #63  and  Quabbin  Regional  School 
District  will  be  brief  with  attention  drawn  to  the  more 
detailed  reports  provided  by  each  of  the  school  principals. 

The  1980-81  school  year  was  a  memorable  one  for  all  of 
us  in  the  Educational  Field  because  of  the  abrupt  impact 
of  new  legislation  commonly  called  ’’Proposition  2  1/2”. 

We  shared  the  frustrations  of  most  other  town  departments 
in  trying  to  translate  "TAX  LEVY  LIMITATIONS.”  into  our 
fair  share  of  budget  cutting,  and  much  of  our  time  and 
energy  shifted  from  strategy  for  improving  educational 
services  to  strategies  for  minimizing  the  deterioration  of 
programs  and  services. 

It  is  obvious  that  the  immediate  future  for  educational 
programs  and  services  includes  continued  ’’cutting"  of 
programs  and  staff.  The  greatest  challenge  will  be  that  of 
sustaining  the  spirited  pursuit  of  quality  learning  with  a 
combination  of  increased  class  sizes,  decrease  of  support 
services,  and  decrease  in  learning  resources.  The  regular 
classroom  teacher  must  become  the  main,  if  not  the  singular 
resource  for  public  school  services.  Parents  and  Community 
Agencies  will  have  to  turn  to  other  sources  for  much  of  the 
specialized  and  individualized  help  that  has  come  to  be 
expected  of  the  school  system. 

The  main  function  of  the  public  school  system  must 
continue  to  be  that  of  promoting  "Literate”  citizenry. 

We  will  continue  to  place  highest  priorty  on  "BASIC  SKILLS", 
including  learning  skills  that  eventually  give  students  the 
ability  to  deal  with  change  and  pursue  independent  learning 
over  a  span  of  their  lifetime.  We  have  a  strong  commitment 
to  find  ways  to  motivate  and  help  EVERY  STUDENT  achieve 
competency  in  basic  skills  areas  with  an  accompanying  high 
level  of  "SELF  WORTH"  and  "SELF  RELIANCE".  In  a  period  of 
increasing  specialization  and  evolving  trend  of  reliance 
on  a  vast  array  of  "EXPERTS"  to  solve  our  problems,  it  be¬ 
comes  even  more  critical  that  the  push  within  our  school 
system  be  toward  the  goal  of  helping  every  person  to  be 
able  and  willing  to  manage  his/her  own  life. 
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As  a  part  of  our  school  system  focus  on  basic  skills,  we 
continue  to  administer  basic  skills  tests  in  Grades  3  and 
6,  and  require  every  student  graduating  from  our  Quabbin 
Regional  High  School  to  pass  competency  exams  in  nine  areas 
(1)  Reading  (2)  Writing  (3)  Math  (4)  Listening 
(5)  Speaking  (6)  Social  Studies  (7)  Environmental 
Science  (8)  Health/First  Aid  (9)  Nutrition.

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Quabbin  Regional  Junior/Senior  High  School 
Principal's  Report  1980-81 


The  1980-81  school  year  was  characterized  by  the  usual 
activity  and  accomplishment  that  we  have  come  to  expect  at 
Quabbin.  Apart  from  the  usual  and  ordinary  there  were  two 
major  tasks  with  which  the  school  was  confronted.  The  first 
consisted  of  responding  to  the  financial  mandate  created  by 
Proposition  2  1/2.  Efforts  were  made  to  respond  calmly  and 
unemotionally  to  this  crisis  and  hopefully  sound  decisions 
were  made,  however  program  modifications  and  reductions 
were  required  in  part  and  it  would  be  folly  to  pretend  that 
the  quality  of  the  Quabbin  program  can  be  maintained  in  the 
years  ahead  without  some  form  of  relief. 

The  second  major  area  of  focus  consisted  of  completing 
the  self-evaluation  phase  of  the  preparation  for  the  visi¬ 
tation  of  the  New  England  Association  of  Schools  and 
Colleges  (NEASC)  Evaluation  Team  which  will  visit  Quabbin 
during  October  13  -  16  of  1981.  This  massive  project  re¬ 
quired  that  a  detailed  analysis  be  completed  on  every  pro¬ 
gram  and  area  within  the  school  for  the  purpose  of  identi¬ 
fying  strengths  and  weaknesses.  The  Visiting  Committee  will 
objectively  analyze  the  staff’s  conclusions  and  will  form¬ 
ally  recommend  a  program  of  improvement  to  the  school. 

In  all,  the  school  year  was  successful  and  productive  and 
we  continue  to  feel  tremendous  pride  in  Quabbin.  My  personal 
thanks  are  extended  to  a  staff  that  is  second  to  none,  to  a 
community  that  has  generally  tried  hard  to  provide  us  with 
the  necessary  resources,  and  to  a  student  body  for  which  I 
have  developed  a  deep  affection.
